preaching to a St. Louis audience the 
other evening the African minister told 
the story of his life and the miracle by 
which he was converted.

We are told that their majesties never 
breakfast and lunch together. 
Nor 


does Francis Joseph treat these meals 
with any formality.as when he is alone 
and there are no guests he has them 
served by his side on the table in his 
cabinet where he works. 
The emperor 


is a very early riser, getting up in sum- 
mer as .=arly as 5 o'clock, and at G he 
has a breakfast of cold meat or game, 
with coffee, French roll and 
butter. 


He takes dejeuner in the same sim- 
ple manner at 11. or 12, and nothing 
more, no "5 o'clock tea," before dinner 
at 8. 


The empress does not rise till 9, and 


breakfast is served at 10 in her own 
apartments. 
This 
is a 
substantial 


meal, a la Anglaise, with a variety of 
hot dishes, and even potatoes and other 
vegetables, prepared 
in continental 


fashion. 
With this meal her majesty 


takes tea. 
Between this meal and din- 


ner the empress takes nothing what- 
ever, not even the much coveted fem- 
inine afternoon tea, and she ascribes 
her good health and ability to walk 
and climb for hours 
between these 


meals to this simple regime. 


Their majesties dine together with 


their ladies and gentlemen in waiting 
and both dislike a long dinner and a 
lot of courses. 
Still the cuisine is one 


of the most refined and superb imagin- 
able. 
Both are very abstemious as 


regarda wines, the empress generally 
drinking some champagne, while her 
spouse indulges in a glass or two of 
his favorite imperial Tokay from his 
own 
vineyards, 
unpurchasable, of 


course, but said to be worth $25 a bot- 
tle. 
Of this famous vintage, by the 


way, there are some dozens at Wind- 
sor, presented from time to time by 
the Austrian kaiser, some even dating 
back to the days of Prince Consort, 
whose favorite wine was Tokay, which 
was served to him specially at dinner 
every nig'ht.

Speaking of the medical department, 
he said that at times there was com- 
plaints, but that they were not serious.

Washington, Oct. 5.—From tlie inti- 


mations made by the cabinet oificials.

Washington, Oct. 5.—Strong 
influ- 


ences are still being exerted to secure 
the muster out of volunteer regiments 
in several states. The president
